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ABOUT  THE  SEAL 

Until  competition  for  a  seal  was  announced,  I  was 
unaware  after  having  lived  here  over  fifty  years,  that  the 
Town  did  not  have  one.  The  entry  I  submitted  has  Trickling 
Falls  as  its  central  focus  for  here  the  Town's  early  activities, 
homes  and  businesses  were  located. 

The  Indian  on  the  seal  recognizes  that  these  native 
townspeople  were  also  a  part  of  our  early  cultural  heritage. 
The  Colonial  soldier,  while  dated  by  uniform  and  flag, 
symbolizes  that  spirit  of  which  all  small  New  England  towns 
are  very  proud  -  the  spirit  of  freedom  and  independence, 
and  the  little  towns  fought  well  for  these  in  all  our  wars. 

While  the  three  main  elements  of  the  design  are 
separate  entities,  not  one  of  itself  alone  in  the  Town's  pride 
or  spirit  or  even  its  past:  the  falls  are  still  there,  we  still  fight 
for  freedom  when  necessary.  Only  the  Indian  has  gone,  but 
he  should  be  remembered  and  every  once  in  a  while  he  lets 
us  know  he  passed  this  way  by  revealing  a  sunken  canoe  in 
a  cedar  swamp  or  maybe  an  arrow  head  dropped  among 
the  rocks  not  far  from  Trickling  Falls.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1979 

This  has  been  a  year  of  change  and  activity  for  the 
Town.  The  face  of  our  Town  has  been  altered  by  some  very 
hard  working  and  dedicated  individuals.  The  March  Town 
Meeting  being  a  starting  point  for  many  of  them. 

One  of  the  Town's  newest  departments  was  formed 
this  year  -  that  being  the  Emergency  First  Aid  Squad.  Mrs. 
Wilma  Young  was  appointed  as  director  of  the  squad.  The 
Town  made  application  for  a  Highway  Safety  grant  for 
Emergency  Medical  Services  which  provided  matching 
funds  on  a  50/50  basis.  The  squad  was  able  to  purchase  two 
radios  to  add  to  the  Town's  communications  network. 

Regarding  the  communications  network,  also  added  to 
this  were  radios  for  the  Civil  Defense  Director  and  Road 
Agent.  Along  these  same  lines  all  Town,  including  fire  and 
police,  radios  were  equiped  with  crystals  of  the  Town  fre- 
quency so  that  cross  department  communication  is  now 
possible. 

Improvements  to  the  Town  buildings  took  place  this 
past  year  -  some  of  which  were  electrical  work  at  the  Town 
Hall,  some  old  outside  lights  were  replaced  and  additional 
ones  added. 

The  Library  building  received  a  new  roof  and  the  park- 
ing lot  was  improved. 

By  far  the  most  outstanding  improvement  was  to  the 
garage  next  to  the  Fire  Station  that  was  turned  over  to  the 
police.  They  have  done  themselves  proud  and  the  com- 
munity as  well  by  the  improvements  they  have  made  to  the 
building  in  converting  it  to  a  police  station  at  no  cost  what- 
soever to  the  taxpayer.  The  Town  made  application  to  two 
funding  services  -  the  Crime  Commission  and  Highway 
Safety.  We  were  denied  by  the  Crime  Commission  and 
were  able  to  procure  a  small  grant  from  Highway  Safety  of 
$400.00.  However,  due  to  the  time  frame  they  gave  us  to 
work  in,  we  were  unable  to  use  it. 

This  year  the  Selectmen  saw  fit  to  make  an  appoint- 
ment to  the  position  of  Building  Inspector  which  will  be  an 
annual  appointment.  The  position  was  filled  by  Everett  W. 
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Stone.  There  have  also  been  some  changes  made  in  the  re- 
quirements for  issuance  of  permits.  Anyone  interested 
should  contact  Mr.  Stone. 

Additional  appointments  were  made  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  Board  of  Adjustment.  This  was  done  to  try  and 
increase  the  Town's  people  involvement  in  these  very  im- 
portant Boards. 

Due  to  the  changes  adopted  by  the  Legislature,  it  has 
become  mandatory  for  the  Town  to  provide  an  unemploy- 
ment insurance  program.  This  was  done  through  a  program 
set  up  by  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association. 

Roads  were  a  pointof  concentrated  work  this  year.  The 
Joslin  Road  project  started  in  1978  was  pretty  much  finished 
with  the  exception  of  paving.  A  project  to  improve  Stump- 
field  was  started  during  the  year  and  will  continue  on  this 
next  year.  Another  project  started  late  this  year  was  the  fill- 
ing and  grading  of  one  branch  of  the  "Y"on  the  east  end  of 
Giles  Road.  This  was  started  due  to  some  concern  over  safe- 
ty of  the  existing  arrangement  due  to  the  increased  traffic 
on  this  road. 

The  CETA  program  this  past  year, although  notaslarge 
as  the  78  program,  appeared  to  be  just  as  effective.  The  two 
girls  involved  in  the  program  did  a  fine  job  and  it  was  very 
much  appreciated  along  with  the  time  put  in  by  Mrs.  Molly 
Allen. 

Equipment  purchased  by  the  Town  included  a  tape 
recorder  for  the  recording  of  minutes  of  the  various  board 
meetings,  a  storage  cabinet  for  the  Town  Clerk  and 
maintenance  equipment  for  the  Town  building. 

The  Board  would  like  to  express  their  thanks  to  the 
Walkersof  Hampton  fortheirdonation  and  returnof  oneof 
the  Town's  old  millstones.  Also  thanks  to  the  Historical 
Committee  for  their  work  in  arranging  for  this  return.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  millstone,  the  Walkers  also  donated  a  Civil 
War  saddle  to  the  Towns  Historical  Committee. 

This  past  year,  a  first  in  the  history  of  the  Town  was  un- 
dertaken -  that  being  the  adoption  of  a  Town  Seal.  It  started 
with  a  competition  to  develop  a  design.  Five  designs  were 
chosen  by  a  committee  to  appear  on  the  ballot  to  be  voted 
on  at  Town  Meeting.  The  winning  design  was  one  sub- 
mitted by  William  Wright  of  Sanborn  Road  picturing  Trickl- 
ing Falls  and  theGrist  Mill.  Followingthe  selection,  thedes-

ign  was  submitted  to  Shirley  Batchelder,  an  artist,  for  final 
preparation  before  striking  the  seal.  Upon  receiving  the 
final  art  work,  it  was  forwarded  to  Hoffman  Seal  and  Stamp 
Engraving  Company  of  Boston  for  manufacture.

The  East  Kingston  Emergency  Squad  has  been  in 
service  to  the  town  for  a  year.  During  the  year  the  squad  has 
made  14  runs  of  varying  natures. 

As  a  service  to  the  town,  the  squad  also  provides  two 
free  Blood  Pressure  Clinics.  Members  of  the  squad  assisted 
the  boy  scouts  in  earning  their  First  Aid  Badges.  The  squad 
also  gave  instructions  to  the  local  recreation  people, 
concerning  first  aid. 

At  this  time,  there  are  5  squad  members  who  provide 
coverage  7  days  a  week  from  7:00  p.m.  to  7:00  a.m.  Day 
coverage  is  on  a  voluntary  basis  by  those  squad  members 
who  are  in  town.

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REPORT  TO  TOWNS 
Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Fire  Service 

Prevention  and  coptrol  of  forest  fires  is  handled 
through  a  cooperative  effort  between  town/city  fire 
organizations  and  the  State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed 
by  our  Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed 
someone  in  each  municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
charged  him  with  the  responsibility  of  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  control  within  his  town/city.  This  person  may  ask 
the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Forest  Fire 
Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  efficiently  carry  our  his 
charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest 
fire  districts  with  a  full  time  District  Fire  Chief  in  each  dis- 
trict. The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the 
municipal  forest  fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist 
with  forest  fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation, 
prosecution  of  fire  law  violators  and  forest  fire  prevention 
programs.  Forest  fire  suppression  equipment  is  purchased 
through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and  sold  to  local 
forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military 
property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire 
departments  at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion 
into  fire  suppression  units.  This  cooperative  arrangement 
between  State  and  municipality  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States  with  less  than 
one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in  each  fire  reported.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  ROAD  AGENT 

The  year  of  1979  began  with  little  snow  fall,  requiring 
that  little  money  be  spent  for  snow  and  ice  removal, 
enabling  much  work  to  be  done  on  removing  dead  trees 
and  clearing  brush  on  various  roads. 

In  the  spring  along  with  cold  patching,  the  dirt  roads 
were  regraded. 

The  project  of  widening  part  of  Joslin  Hill  Road  was 
completed,  and  a  section  of  Stumpfield  Road  has  had  trees 
and  stumps  removed  to  provide  for  better  drainage. 

It  was  hoped  with  the  increase  in  the  budget  for  oiling 
roads  that  approximately  3  miles  of  roads  could  be  treated, 
but  due  to  drastic  increases  in  the  cost  of  road  oil,  we  were 
only  able  to  do  2  miles. 

In  the  fall,  the  mowing  of  shoulders  was  done. 

The  winter  of  1979  was  again  mild  and  the  money  saved 
from  snow  and  ice  removal  was  used  to  do  other  road 
maintenance  projects. 

Money  has  been  spent  on  repairing  and  replacing  of 
signs  but  due  to  vandalism,  they  do  not  stay  up  very  long.

We  were  recently  told  that  Mr.  Brian  McLaughlin's 
house  on  Powwow  River  Road  was  formerly  a  school  house 
in  South  Hampton  and  moved  to  its  present  location  prior 
to  the  Civil  War. 

Another  project  on  this  year's  agenda  was  to  photo 
copy  the  Vital  Statistics  from  1738  thru  1851.  This  extension 
project  was  completed  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EAST  KINGSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 

1979 

A  Planning  Board  meeting  was  held  in  early  January  of 
1979  for  the  sole  purpose  of  organizing  a  Sounding  Board  to 
assist  the  Planning  Board  in  developing  a  Master  Plan.  A 
Master  Plan  is  necessary  to  uphold  our  controlled  growth 
section  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  join  the  Southeast 
Regional  Planning  Commission.  They  have  been  a  tremen- 
dous help  in  getting  us  started  on  our  Master  Plan  and  at 
this  time  we  are  well  on  our  way  and  are  in  hopes  of  presen- 
ting a  plan  to  the  people  in  late  1980  or  early  1981. 

There  are  about  25  members  on  the  Sounding  Board 
who  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  the  2nd  Wednesday  of  every 
month.  Anyone  is  welcome  to  attend. 

The  Board  held  four  Public  Hearings  for  Subdivisions 
and  granted  approval  for  them.  They  contained  7  new 
building  lots. 

The  Board  also  approved  the  road  construction  on  the 
Kinchla's  Subdivision. 

The  Zoning  Regulations  were  reprinted  with  all  the 
amendments  added. 

During  the  year  ten  test  pits  and  percolation  tests  were 
viewed  by  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Four  mylar  plans  weresigned  by  the  Planning  Board  for 
recording  purposes  only.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

EAST  KINGSTON  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

DECEMBER  31,  1979 

The  East  Kingston  Board  of  Adjustment  meets  in 
response  to  applications  for  individual  relief  from  the 
general  application  of  the  zoning  laws  of  the  Town. 
Applications  received  prior  to  the  fifth  day  of  the  month 
will  have  a  public  hearing  scheduled  on  the  fourth  Tuesday 
evening  of  that  month.  Applications  received  after  the  fifth 
day  will  have  a  public  hearing  scheduled  for  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  the  following  month.  The  time  delay  is 
necessitated  in  order  to  comply  with  the  legal  notice 
periods  required  by  the  law. 

In  1979,  two  applicants  came  before  the  Board.  Duane 
Colby  requested  relaxation  of  setback  and  sewage  disposal 
requirements  in  order  to  permit  construction  of  a 
residential  unit  on  a  small  pre-existing  lot  on  Rowell  Road. 
The  application  was  denied.  Alfred  W.  Paul  requested  a 
variance  to  permit  the  conduct  of  a  rooming  house 
business  at  a  residence  he  owns  on  South  Road,  and  then 
requested  a  variance  to  convert  that  residence  to  a  two- 
family  dwelling.  Both  applications  were  subsequently 
withdrawn  following  a  preliminary  hearing. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  Marshall  E.  Merrill  has  filed 
an  appeal  in  Superior  Court  from  two  separate  decisions  of 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  denying  his  application  for  a 
variance  to  permit  a  commercial  operation  at  his  home 
located  in  a  residential  area.  The  Board  has  met  regularly 
with  the  owners  of  Frost's  Garage  to  develop  a  mutually 
acceptable  understanding  of  activities  needed  to  satisfy  the 
terms  of  a  conditional  variance  permitting  their  various 
commercial  activities  at  that  location. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  has  modified  its  five- 
member  composition  by  the  addition  of  three  permanent 
alternates.  Under  the  new  system,  the  alternates  will 
participate  in  all  Board  activities  including  hearings,  with 
the  exception  that  they  will  not  vote  except  in  the  event 
that  a  regular  member  is  absent  and  one  of  the  alternates  is 
asked  to  fulfill  that  position  on  that  occasion.  It  is  hoped 
through  this  process  that  knowledgeable  substitutes  will 
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always  be  available  in  the  absence  of  a  regular  member 
and,  just  as  importantly,  that  these  additional  participants 
will  be  positive  contributors  to  the  activities  of  the  Board.

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EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is  a 
community  health  service  that  provides  health  care  to 
individuals  and  families  in  their  home,  in  the  office,  or  in 
clinics.  The  care  may  be  to  prevent  disease,  promote, 
maintain,  or  restore  health  or  it  may  be  to  minimize  the 
effects  of  illness  or  disability. 

The  Association  is  a  non-profit  agency  governed  by  a 
Board  of  Directors.  This  Board  is  made  up  of  people  who 
are  appointed  by  the  selectmen  in  your  town. 

Funding  for  the  Association  comes  from  Medicare, 
Medicaid,  patient  fees,  local  taxes,  and  donations.  Town 
appropriations  make  the  service  available  to  the  town. 
HOME  CARE.  Professional  nurses  give  care  to  the  sick  and 
disabled  under  medical  direction,  teach  and  supervise  care 
by  the  family  and  others.  They  are  responsible  for  the 
management  of  patient  care,  coordinating  the  services  of 
other  disciplines,  within  and  out  of  the  Agency.  Care  is 
family  centered  and  consideration  is  given  to  the  total 
needs  of  the  patient  and  family  for  health  promotion  and 
disease  prevention  and  rehabilitation  as  well  as  care  and 
support  during  the  dying  process. 

MATERNAL  AND  CHILD  HEALTH.  Free  visits  are  made 
to  new  or  expectant  mothers  to  provide  information  and 
instruction  in  the  care  of  themselves  and  their  babies.  Well 
Child  Clinics  are  held  twice  a  month  and  provide  the 
following  services:  Physical  exams  by  a  local  physician, 
immunizations,  hearing  and  vision  screening,  lead  and 
urine  testing,  special  counseling,  family  planning  and 
referral  when  appropriate.  The  Clinics  are  for  infants  and 
preschool  children. 

ADULT  HEALTH  SCREENING.  Clinics  are  held  twice  a 
month  to  check  blood  pressure,  provide  diet  and 
medication  counseling,  and  general  health  instruction. 
Referrals  are  made  when  appropriate.  Plans  for  1980 
include  increasing  the  number  of  these  clinics. 
FLU  CLINICS.  Clinics  are  held  each  fall  to  immunize  hi- 
risk  (65  and  over  or  chronic  disease)  persons  against 
influenza.  The  number  of  these  clinics  was  increased  this 
year  from  two  to  twelve. 
THERE  IS  NO  CHARGE  FOR  ANY  CLINIC  SERVICES. 
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The  Association  has  many  valuable  volunteers  who 
work  at  the  clinics  in  addition  to  staff. 
MENTAL  HEALTH.  Visits  to  persons  who  have  mental 
and/or  emotional  problems.  Coordination  between 
patient,  family,  psychiatrist  and  community.

Theannual  meetingof  the  East  Kingston  School  District 
was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Robert  Donovan  at  7:00 
p.m.  on  Tuesday,  March  6,  1979,  at  the  Town  Hall.  He 
reminded  voters  that  this  year  the  school  district  officers 
will  be  elected  next  Tuesday,  March  13,  at  the  annual  town 
meeting,  as  voted  at  last  year's  school  district  meeting. 

The  moderator  waived  the  reading  of  the  Warrant, 
with  no  objection  from  the  floor,  as  each  article  would  be 
read  before  it  was  voted  on. 

Article  I.  To  see  if  the  School  District  of  East  Kingston 
will  accept  the  Brown's  Academy  as  a  gift  to  the  School  Dis- 
trict effective  July  1,  1979. 

Motion  to  accept  the  Brown's  Academy  building  and 
lands  was  made  by  Mel  Bowley,  seconded  by  Wilma  Young, 
and  so  voted. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  for  school  district  officials  and 
agents  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of 
the  District. 

Motion  was  made  by  Wilma  Young,  seconded  by  Mel 
Bowley,  and  so  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$394,599.00  for  the  purpose  of  this  article.

Page  95  Outgoing  Transfer  Accounts  total  should  be 
$145,008.16. 

Mel  Bowley  seconded  the  motion  subject  to  the 
amendments  indicated.  It  was  so  voted. 

Article  V.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
come  before  this  meeting. 

Motion  was  made  by  Dan  Bodwell  to  authorize  the 
moderator  to  appoint  a  three  member  committee  to  review 
the  school  district  Officers'  salaries  and  file  their 
recommendations  at  the  nextannual  meeting.

Mr.  Bodwell  also  questioned  the  long  range  housing 
needs  of  the  students.  He  was  told  that  because  of  the 
tremendous  increase  in  students  something  will  have  to  be 
done  in  the  future.  Right  now,  however,  the  board  would 
rather  concentrate  the  money  on  individual  student  costs 
than  a  new  building.  The  present  schools  should  be  ade- 
quate for  the  next  five  years  at  least  as  a  guess. 

In  answer  to  a  question  about  a  hot  lunch  program  for 
East  Kingston,  it  was  stated  that  we  do  not  have  to  have  one 
at  the  present  time. 

The  need  for  additional  busses  was  questioned.  The 
board  said  larger  busses  have  recently  been  put  on  the  East 
Kingston  run.  We  are  right  at  the  point  where  we  will  need 
another  bus  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  need  not  be  next  year. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Elliott  Estey,  second- 
ed by  Marilyn  Kinchia,  and  so  voted  at  7:17  p.m.

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SUPERINTENDENrS  REPORT 

East  Kingston 

East  Kingston  schoolchildren  score  consistently  higher 
on  standardized  achievement  tests  in  basic  skills  compared 
to  national  public  school  norms.  Children  were  tested  in 
grades  two,  four,  six  and  eight.  While  standardized  test 
results  do  not  measure  all  that  is  important  in  school,  ob- 
viously, the  teaching  of  the  basic  skills  are  vital,  and  the 
scoresdogive  usa  handleon  howwell  children  aredoing  in 
reading  and  mathematics. 

We  have  over  the  years  developed  specific  competen- 
cies for  students  to  learn,  and  teachers  to  teach.  Identifica- 
tion of  specific  skills  and  abilities  desired  in  the  instruc- 
tional program  have  provided  a  concrete  base  from  which 
the  classroom  teacher  can  plan  the  learning  activities.  We 
have  divided  these  in  small  clusters  of  learning  which  we 
call  "levels".  This  becomes  a  convenience  in  planning,  and 
an  incentive  for  the  child  to  complete  successfully  a  group 
of  skills  in  order  that  he  can  start  a  new  section.  The  end  of  a 
"level"  is  a  check-point  for  evaluation  and  diagnostic 
review  so  that  children  can  move  comfortably  and  with 
confidence  to  a  new  "set"  of  skills. 

I  believe  the  success  of  our  program  as  evidenced  by 
our  testing  scores  is  eveident.  Most  children  are  learning 
well. 

Mr.  Quinn  talks  about  the  fine  staff  we  have  and  some 
of  the  programs  at  the  school.  I  urge  you  to  read  his  report 
carefully. 

You  should  be  proud  of  your  school,  and  the  efforts 
that  the  citizens  have  shown  in  supporting  the  programs  in 
the  past.  I  realize  the  tax  dollar  is  stretched  to  a  dangerous 
point,  but  as  educators  we  have  no  other  place  to  turn  but 
to  its  citizens.  I  trust  your  continued  support  of  education 
will  be  in  evidence  at  the  school  district  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 
Walter  C  Pierce,  Jr. 

There  are  three  areas  which  have  been  requiring  most 
of  my  time  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  1980-81.  These  areas 
are:  energy  management,  financial  management  and 
budgeting,  and  maintenance  of  plant. 

Energy  conservation  is  the  single  most  critical  compo- 
nent of  any  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Business  Ad- 
ministrator. Recognizing  this,  attempts  are  being  made  to 
increase  energy  conservation  awareness  and  to  improve 
organizational  responsiveness  to  worthwhile  suggestions. 
Projects  which  have  above  average  potential  for  minimiz- 
ing consumption  of  fuel  and  electricty  need  to  be  in- 
tegrated into  our  plant  maintenance  planning  process. 
Along  these  lines,  each  school  building  in  S.A.U.  16  has 
been  enrolled  in  the  Governor's  Council  on  Energy  conser- 
vation program.  Energy  audits  have  been  completed  for  all 
buildings  and  requests  for  funding  engineering  analyses 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Governor's  Council. 
Regardless  of  whether  funds  are  granted  by  the  State  for 
engineering  assistance,  provision  for  these  analyses  is  be- 
ing included  in  the  1980-81  budgets.  In  addition, 
maintenance  projects  with  above  average  energy  savings 
potential  are  being  evaluated. 

In  the  area  of  financial  reports  and  budgeting  the  con- 
version to  the  Handbook  IIR  account  codes,  mandated  by 
the  State,  has  been  completed.  This  year,  the  format  for 
each  school  district  budget  reflects  this  conversion.  In 
order  to  take  full  advantage  of  these  new  codes,  automa- 
tion of  our  bookkeeping  and  accounting  procedures  is  be- 
ing planned  for  1980-81.  Automation  means  computer  and 
computer  means  increasing  our  capacity  to  analyze  costs.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  1980-81  budgeting  process  and  financial 
reporting  will  begin  to  be  converted  to  an  automated 
system  during  the  summer  of  1980. 

Maintenance  of  plant  is  closely  allied  with  energy  con- 
servation. Our  goals  for  1980-81  are  to  develop  a  more  un- 
ified preventive  maintenance  program,  improve  the  coor- 
dination of  the  maintenance  and  custodial  effort  amongall 
districts,  and  implement  procedures  which  will  improve 
our  response  time  to  various  rpojects  requests. 
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In  conclusion,  in  the  short  time  I  have  been  in  this  posi- 
tion, I  have  been  extremely  impressed  with  the  dedication 
and  competence  of  the  clerical  and  custodial  personnel. 
The  building  principals  and  their  administrative  personnel 
have  also  spent  a  great  deal  of  their  time  assisting  me.  I 
would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  ail  of  these  persons  for 
their  help  and  encouragement  in  these  first  few  months. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  ANNUAL  REPORT  1979 

1979  has  been  a  relatively  stable  year  for  the  East 
Kingston  School.  The  staff  saw  very  fev^  changes  which  I 
consider  to  be  favorable  for  the  overall  system.  Enrollment 
continues  to  hover  in  the  130  range.  As  June  1979  ended  we 
lost  a  rather  large  class  of  students  that  brought  our  enroll- 
ment down;  however,  new  registrations  in  September  and 
more  recently  in  December  have  again  brought  the  figure 
to  over  130  students.  Fortunately  the  enrollment  has  not 
overloaded  any  one  grade  so  undue  burden  has  not  been 
placed  on  the  school.  As  you  will  see,  the  figures  show  fairly 
even  enrollment  in  each  grade.  The  figures  for  the  year-end 
1979  are:

(increase  of  6  since  September) 


A  review  of  our  present  staff  and  their  assignments  is  as 
follows: 

Sally  Bowen:  Grade  1  -  Teacher  and  Assistant  Principal  -  in 
her  12th  year  at  East  Kingston. 

Elizabeth  Williams:  Grade  2  -  Miss  Williams  took  over  in 
our  second  grade  to  replace  Jeanne  McManus.  Miss 
Williams  was  our  former  teacher-aide  and  we  are  proud  to 
have  her  as  part  of  our  teaching  staff.  She  is  an  enthusiastic 
and  energetic  staff  member  as  well  as  being  an  excellent 
teacher. 

James  McMahon:  Grade  3  -  in  his  fifth  year  at  East 
Kingston.  Jim  has  also  taken  on  the  assignment  of  teaching 
Physical  Education  to  grades  three  through  six.  He  also  has 
worked  to  provide  an  intramural  soccer  program  for  these 
children  after  school  in  the  fall  and  spring.  It  has  been  very 
successful  because  of  his  dedication  and  interest  in  the 
children  of  East  Kingston. 
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Lynn  Parsons:  Grade  4  -  in  her  2nd  year  at  East  Kingston. 

Carol  Shine:  Grade  5  -  in  her  9th  year  at  East  Kingston. 

Jeffrey  Quinn:  Grade  6  and  Principal  -in  his  6th  year  at  East 
Kingston. 

Connie  Gilman:  Part-time  teacher  who  has  been  assigned 
to  our  largest  class.  She  has  been  placed  there  because  of  its 
size  and  also  to  provide  more  individual  services  to  children 
who  need  special  assistance  with  their  studies.  Connie  is  in 
her  second  year  at  East  Kingston.  She  is  providing  a  better 
program  for  our  students  and  we  consider  her  vital  to  the 
educational  sucess  of  our  students. 

Lynne  Walker:  Teaching-aide  who  is  in  her  first  year  at  East 
Kingston.  Lynne  took  over  Elizabeth  Williams'  former  posi- 
tion. She  is  operating  mainly  in  conjunction  with  Title  1 
whose  prupose  is  to  provide  remedial  reading  to  students 
who  need  it.  Lynne  plans  with  and  carries  out  the  remedial 
program  for  these  students  as  well  as  other  students  who 
might  need  periodic  help  in  their  studies. 

Patricia  Liddy:  Music  teacher  -  in  her  second  year  at  East 
Kingston.  Mrs.  Liddy  is  providing  a  well-rounded  music 
program  for  all  the  students  as  well  as  forming  a  Special 
Chorus  of  students  in  grades  four  through  six  who  are  in- 
terested. This  chorus  represents  the  majority  of  each  grade 
who  have  benefited  from  more  intense  choral  training. 

Linda  Scharf:  School  secretary  who  is  in  her  third  year  at 
East  Kingston. 

Paul  Morris:  janitor  for  both  buildings  of  the  East  Kingston 
School.  He  is  in  his  second  year  at  East  Kingston. 

Other  support  staff  include: 

Judy  Dunnan:  Who  serves  as  our  speech  teacher  for  one 
half-day  per  week.  During  this  time  she  is  seeingasmany 
students  as  possible  but  we  remain  with  a  waiting  list  of  at 
least  nine  students  who  need  speech  services. 
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Elaine  Bean,  R.N.:  Began  as  our  school  nurse  in  May  of  1979 
and  continues  to  carry  out  the  functions  of  that  position. 

Finally,  we  have  for  the  second  year  the  services  of  an 
educational  intern  who  is  assigned  to  the  6th  Grade.  This  in- 
dividual is  working  to  receive  a  Masters  Degree  in  teaching 
from  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  They  usually  have 
had  classroom  experience  in  some  capacity  and  are  hereto 
gain  the  experience  of  one  class  forafull  year.  The  purpose 
of  this  intern  is  to  provide  time  for  the  Principal  to  attend 
to  the  administrative  duties  that  he  is  required  to  perform. 
These  duties  make  it  necessary  to  leave  the  classroom  and 
the  presence  of  an  intern  means  thechildren'seducation  is 
not  interrupted.  This  cooperative  teaching  has  worked  well 
in  the  past,  as  it  has  this  year  with  intern,  Mrs.  Aimee 
Lambert. 

The  curriculum  of  East  Kingston  continuesto  be  taught 
with  what  I  believe  to  be  a  very  high  quality.  National  tests 
reveal  that  our  students  continue  to  rank  well  above  the 
national  average  for  their  grade  and  age  group.  We  are  very 
pleased  with  this  evidence  of  quality  in  the  education  that 
we  attempt  to  provide.  All  curriculum  areas  are  taught  as 
prescribed  by  the  S.A.U.  #16  guidelines. 

I  also  firmly  believe  that  student  success  is  only  possible 
if  a  proper  learning  environment  is  provided  by  the  entire 
staff.  Our  staff  does  an  exceptional  job  in  this  regard.  I  feel 
the  students  know  that  this  school  is  for  their  benefitand 
they  are  the  most  important  people  here.  They  are  able  to 
approach  their  education  in  a  relaxed  and  comfortable 
fashion.  We  also  expect  quality  and  responsibility  from  the 
children  and  we  are  committed  to  standards  of  respect  to  all 
people  -  young  and  old. 

This  atmosphere  of  quality  is  also  enhanced  by  the  visi- 
ble support  of  parents  and  individuals  willing  to  give  their 
time  to  make  additional  contributions  to  the  school  and  the 
children.  I  once  again  must  applaud  theeffortsof  Mrs.  Jane 
Bowley  who  continues  to  care  for  our  school  library  and 
provide  a  library  period  for  each  child  at  least  once  a  week. 
It  would  be  much  more  difficult  without  her  assiatnace. 
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Also  our  Parent-Teacher  Organization  has  worked  ex- 
tremely hard  in  the  past  year  in  orderto  support  the  school. 
They  provide  many  services  to  thechildren  with  the  helpof 
the  parents  and  I  have  seem  them  grow  into  a  well- 
organized  and  energetic  group.  We  are  msot  thankful  for 
their  contribution. 

In  summary  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  see  success  in 
education  as  a  combination  of  factors.  I  have  outlined 
several  here;  a  competent  staff  which  provides  a  quality 
education;  also  a  wholesome  educational  environment 
provided  by  people  who  care  about  children;  and  the  sup- 
port of  the  parents  and  community  in  the  educational 
program.  I  believe  each  of  these  are  present  here  and  it  has 
made  1979  a  successful  year  for  the  children  of  East 
Kingston.
